France's Financial Crisis. 
The exchange value oí the French franc 


was quoted at 115} yesterday—the highest 
rate since the financia] crisis of March, 
1924. The fall of the franc is being accom- 


panied by a not less severe drop in the | 


political stocx of ths French Minister for 
Finance. M. Caillaux failed to reach a 
solution of the debt problem at Washing- 
ton. His recent gold loan was designed 
to raise fifteen milliards of francs, but the 
result was only six milliards. In a word, 
he is suffering the usual fate of men 
who were expected to work miracles. He 
was brought back from exile in order to 
save the people from the consequences 
of their own iolly. He has not succeeded, 
and the people are angry with him, and 
not—as they ought to be—with themselves, 
For many years French Governments have 
humoured the country’s invincible dislike 
of direct taxation. Their military expendi- 
ture on a system of armed alliances against 
Germany has been enormous. <A_ vast 
burden of nationa] debt has been created, 
and now the élaborately sustained prospect 
of ful] recoupment by the defeated Teuton 
has vanished. Since two-thirds of the 
French Budget is earmarked for interest 
on accumulated debts, the actual costs of 
the country's government are restricted 
to one-third of its revenue. Thus no sub- 
stantial economy in expenditure is possible ; 
and the politicians of all parties continue 
to agree that the limits of effective taxation 
are in sight. The alternatives before 
the Cabinet ‘are reduction of debt and 
inflation of the currency, with consequent 
depreciation of the franc. Every French 
peasant holds rentes or hoards currency, 
and the value of these depends entirely 
on the avoidance of inflation. 

Sacrifice of some sort is inevitable, and 
cautious foreshadowings in the Press are 
preparing the country for M. Caillaux’s 
new plan. Apparently it will be an 
indirect form of that bugbear of bourgeois 
and peasant—the capital levy. The French 
public ié being told that the only way to 


reduce expenditure and to stabilise the | 


franc is to lower the interest on the 
national debt, which now absorbs two- 
thirds of the total Budget. The present 
high rates of interest are shown to be 
illusory so long as the capital value of the 


investment is, not maintained. Holders 


of Government .securities are asked to 
realise that, if they will consent to a 
reduction of one-half of their interest, 
one-third of '*- Budget expenditure will 
disappear, the capital value of their in- 
vestments will be increased and the franc 
will improve in value. It seems that the 
sacrifice will not be demanded ‘only ‘from 
holders of Government securities, and that 
all forms of capital will be invited to 


make contributions to the needs of the 


State. “he general belief is that M. 
Caillaux proposes two definite measures for 
the reduction of ‘he floating debt—a sink- 
ing fund which would be entirely inde- 
pendent of the Treasury, and some form 
of forced conversion of Government bonds 
by a new issue, such as the recent four 
per cent, loan. In addition to these 
measures the new Budget will make a 
considerable increase of taxation, including 
the raising of the present tax on com- 
mercial profits from 9.60 per cent. to 15 
per cent., and of the taxes on land and 
securities from 12 per cent. to 20 per cent.

Industry and Waste. 


British industry has passed through 
many a crisis in times past, and new diffi- 
culties have but urged it to new guccesses. 
We have taken the view at all times that 
the depression which followed the, Great 
War would be surmounted when England 
had adapted her industries to the condi- 
tions of the times. A special number of 
the Advertising World, devoted to ‘‘ simpli- 
fication,’ draws attention to the policy 
Which has enabled American industry to 
make such remarkable progress since the 
war. During the great conflict the Govern- 
ment of the United States imposed on all 
industrial concerns a drastic simplification 
of business methods, aiming at the elimina- 
tion of all unnecessary waste. So large 
were the economies effected that American 
business men spontaneously continued and 
extended the policy. The first stage in 
what is called simplification is specialisa- 
tion. . A certain soup manufacturing con- 
cern formerly made 200 different products, 
and its annual output of soup was 500,000 
cans. To-day it has discarded all manu- 
factures save one, and its soup production 
has risen as high as 18,000,000 cans a week, 
In short, its output of one commodity’ has 
increased to nearly two thousand times its 
original measure. After . specialisation 
comes standardisation. An ‘enormous 
amount of wasted effort is avoided when 
articles are produced according to a fixed 
and advertised standard of quantity and 
ouality. A simple example is seen in the 
case of tea. The old-fashioned. habit— 
which continues in our country villages to 
this day—of weighing grains from a chest 
in the customers’ presence, entails a loss of 
time and labour in the sale of every petty 
packet, and for this the customer must 
pay. Where the tea is sold in ready- 
made packets, blended to a standard 
quality, better value can be given and the 
housewife knows exactly what she is buy- 
ing. Wastage and overlapping. must be 
abolished, so that the cost of production, 
and with it the cost of living, may be 
brought down. Few people realise how 
much wastage there is in the everyday life 
of these countries. Perhaps, it is at its 
highest in the Irish Free State. Every 
article of food upon the Irishman’s table 
is dearer than it need be, and the cause, 
where it is not “ profiteering,’” is the 
exactions of middlemen and uneconomic 
methods of distribution. Farmers produce 
butter, milk, vegetables and meat, and the 
people of the cities consume them ; but 
between producer and consumer stands a 
multitude of hucksters’ shops, all of which 
live and thrive at the expense of persons 
who have no.real use for them. One small 
street, which could be served by one pur- 


veyor, is visited every morning by carts/ 


and trolleys from five or six different 
dairies and five or six different bakeries. 
If consumption were ordered wisely, the 
annual expenditure which now supports 
the community at a low standard of 
life might suffice to bring frugal 
comfort into the poorest homes. We hear 
of small butchers making bonfires of un- 
saleable bones which, if colleeted, would 
yield nourishment in the form of soup to 
many an ailing infant in the slums. This 
wastage happens because it is not worth a 
small shopkeeper’s while to seek profit in 
his by-products. i . 


A Literary Impostor. 


There lies, in the Poets’ Corner at West- 
minster Abbey, the dust of one James 
Macpherson, who died in 1796. In the 
third quarter of the eighteenth century 
Macpherson published what purported to 
be English renderings from a Gaelic epic 
about the wars of Fingal. The weird and 
unfamiliar imagery, the strange, evasive 
poetic atmosphere of the language, caught 
the fancy of the time, and Macpherson 
enjoyed so great a vogue that/he was able 
to leave funds, when he died, for the 
erection of a morument to himself. Blunt 
old Dr. Johnson refused to be enchanted 
by these ‘‘tales of the times of old,’’ these 
narratives of Morven’ and the’ walls of 
Balclutha that were desolate, and of clans 


called into being from the mists of the 


hill—heroes who “went forth to battle, 
but they always fell.’ Anyone could 
write such stuff, said Johnson, if he would 
but bring himself to it. Macpherson pro- 
duced Gaelic manuscripts which he repre- 
sented as the originals of Ossian's. poems.

Johnson, that the whole thing was a hoax.

Mr. Chamberlain has received many 
tributes since his réturn from Locarno, 
but he was ‘given one this afternoon of a 
sort which I have seldom seen proffered 
He was receiving the Press of the country 
on his return from Locarno at the Foreign 
Office, and there was quite a larve 
assembly. When Mr. Chamberlain entere:| 
the room the whole body of journalists rose 
and stood until he had seated himself. 
The Foreign Secretary seemed greatly 
pleased by this marked token of respect 
from a body which does not pay compli- 
ments unless it is considered that they are 
deserved. 

Locarno is to have a very great effect on 
the future of Europe; for it definitely 
marked the end of the years of war and 
the commencement of the years of peace. 
Mr. Chamberlain, in his statement this 
afternoon, used some notable phrases. One 
was: “The nation who breaks the peace of 
consent made at Locarno will draw upon 
itself the execration of the world.” The 
Foreign Secretary diffused an atmosphere 
of confidence that all will go well as a 
result of his notable work : but, while he 
was so confident, he did not lose his 
modesty ; for he recalled the danger of 
being spoken well of by all men. The visit 
of the Press to the Colonial Office this 
afternoon was due to the fact that Mr 
Chamberlain has seen much of the Con. 
tinental Press at Locarno, as wel] as a 
great representation of the British Press. 
and thought that it would be courteous to 
meet the home Press as well. 


Foemen No Mere. 


It probably will come as a shock to many 
people, quite apart from the die-hards, that 
the use oí the term; “the Allies,” is now 
out of date and should no longer be used 
to indicate. the nations who stood by each 
other throughout the Great War. A new 
term may have to be found, but probably 
the old expression, the Western Powers, 
will come into use again. The Germans 
henceforth are friends, and, from the 
moment the Security Pact was initialed 
at Locarno, a new reign of peace begun. 
The. question has been asked several times 
of late whether Germany will have the 
right to accept mandates after she has 
entered the League of Nations. The answer 
is that she will have equal powers to those 
possessed by any other nation in the 
League. and will be able to accept a man- 
date, should there be one. At present, 
however, there are no mandates going 


begging. 
Dominions and the Pact. 


The position of the British Dominions 
overseas with regard to the Security Pact 
18 very clear. Only if a Dominion wishes 
to assume the responsibility and to sign 
the Pact and its consequent treaties is it 
affected. Should a Dominion sign, then it 
assumes all the rights and responsibilities 
assumed by the present signatories. It is 
hoped, however, that the signing of the 
Pact and the treaties will open up the 
way to another Disarmament Conference 
and thus putan end to all such questions ; 
for the signatories in the final paragraph 
of the Pact pledge themselves to work for 
disarmament. 

Entertaining the Delegates. 


_ LT indicated earlier in the week that some 
interesting entertainments might take place 
when the delegates assembled in London 
for ' e signing of the Security Pact, and 
the intimation that the City of London 
Corporation is to give a great dinner to 
all the delegates at the Guildhall does not 
exhaust the possibilities. Others even more 
interesting may be expected, The gather 

ing at the Guildhall, however, will be one 
of the most important for.over a century, 
since it was in 1814, after the occupation 
of Paris and the downfall of Napoleon, 
that the City Fathers entertained the 
Prince Regent, the Tsar of Russia the 
King of Prussia and Louis XVIII.. King 
of the French, as he was then termed. - 


The League and the Balkans. 


It is interesting that the Council of the 
League of Nations is to meet in Paris on 
Monday next.to deal with the threatened 
struggle between Greece and Bulgaria. It 
is possible that Mr. Chamberlain, as a 
member of the Council, may attend the 
meeting, but to-day was too early for a 
decision. Should Bulgaria and Greece 
agree to place their views before the 
Council and agree to arbitration, a very 
great advance will have been made in the 
promotion of peace. The Balkans have 
always been the danger spot of Europe 
and, if the Balkan States would only prove 
amenable to the direction of the Leacue of 
Nations, a most important step in the 
direction of international understanding 
would have been secured. 


The Problem of Mosul. 


The Permanent Court of International 
Justice assembled yesterday at The Havu 
for its ninth session, which was convoked 
at the suggestion of the Council of the 
League of Nations in order that the Court 
might give an advisory opinion regarding 
the procedure to be followed by the Counc 
in the dispute concerning the frontier 
between Turkey and Iraq—the district of 
Mosul. It will be remembered that the 
Court has been asked to give its opinion 
as to the nature of the decision to be taken 
by the Council under Article 3, Paragraph 
2, of the Treaty of Lausanne—arbitral! 
award, ‘recommendation or simple media- 
tion—and also as to whether the decision 
must. be unahimous or may be taken by a 
majority, and whether the parties may or 
may not take part in the vote. On Monday 
next a public hearing will be held, at which 
Sir Douglas Hogg, the Attorney-General, 
will furnish oral information regarding 
the questions before the Court on behalí of 
the British Government. Lord Finlay is 
the British member of the Court. 


Armistice Day. 


The controversy of the week on tlie 
proper keeping of Armistice Day seems 
to have brought about a great change 0! 
feeling, and it is quite possible that in 
future it will be kept more as a day ol 
remembrance than as a celebration oÍ 
victory. It has been decided, however, 
that the great ball to be given at the 
Albert» Hall on Armistice Night for the 
Royal Northern Hospital will not be post- 
poned, since the hospital has a deficit of 
fifty thousand pounds to make up.

THE LEAGUE’S ACTION, 


A COUNCIL MEETING CALLED. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENTS. 
GENEVA, Friday. 


The Secretary-General of the League of 


Nations has received a telegram from the 
bulgarian Government protesting against the 
violation of théir territory by the Greek 
forces, and asking, under Articles 10 and 11 
of the Covenant, that an immediate meeting of 
the Council be called. Sir Eric Drummond 
has communicated the telegram to M. Briand, 
President of the Council. 


MEETING ON MONDAY. 
PARIS, Friday. 

M. Briand, as President of the Council of 
the League of Nations, has convoked a meet- 
ing of the Council in. Paris on the 26th inst. 
to deal with the conflict between Greece and 
Bulgaria. M. Briand, on behalf of the 
Council, has invited Greece and Bulgaria to 
attend the meeting, and meanwhile to ab- 
stain from further hostilities. 


M. BRIAND’'S APPEAL. 

M. Briand has dispatched ‘to Athens and 
Sofia a telegram, which says, tnter alia— 

“ I am certain 1 interpret the desire of 
my colleagues ‘in reminding the two 
Governments of the obligations incumbent 
upon them asomembers of the League of 
Nations, their solemn engagements in 
virtue of Article 12, not to resort to war, 
and the grave consequences which, ac- 
cording to the Covenant, avould result 
from their violation.”’ 

I exhort the Governments to issue instruc- 
tions, without delay, that during the. exami- 
nation of their dispute by the Council, not 
only will no fresh military operations be 
undertaken, but that the troops of each of 
the Governments will be immediately with- 
drawn behind their respective frontiers. 


ANOTHER BULGARIAN PROTEST. 
GENEVA, Friday. 

The text of the telegrams despatched to 
Athens and Sofia by M. Briand, in his capa- 
city as President of the League of Nations

BRITISH WIRELESS LAW. 


At South London Police Court yesterday a 
Battersea man was summoned by the Post- 
master-General for installing a wireless re- 
ceiving apparatus without a licence.

General, said that it was the first prosecution 
brought since the passing of the Wireless 
Explanation Act in August, which made it 
clear that the word “' transmitting ” included 
receptiov.

IN BULGARIAN TERRITORY.

During to-day the Greek artillery, 
using high explosive shells, indulged in a 
desuitory bombardment of Petritch and its 
neighbourhood. The Bulgarian Army casual- 
ties at present. amount at least to two officers 
wounded and eight soldiers killed and fifteen 
wounded. 
On October 19 a Greek aeroplane recon- 
noitred over Bulgarian territory, and to-day 
two more aeroplanes reconnoitred, and .one 
dropped bombs. At present, the entire civil 
population of Petritch and its district is 
waiting to hurry off at the shortest notice, 
and a panic has only been averted by the 
action of local authorities. 
The Bulgarian forces are very small, and 
except for 200 infantry, no reinforcements 
have been sent. Some trench digging is being 
done. It niust be repeated thet the Bulgarian 
Army, which: was largely disarmed and is, 
strictly limited by the Treaty of Neuilly, is 
hopelessly outnum and lacks all modern 
war equipment.

e assured. them that that. was not so. 
They looked upon Derry as an outpost, and 
they felt that it was their duty to do every- 
thing for Derry that they were prepared to 
do for Belfast, 


FACTORIES TRANSFERRING. 

Mr. James said that some Derry shirt fac- 
tories were transferring into the Pree State, 
and the manager of the Employment Ex- 
change. in Derry was sending workers into 
the. County Donegal, to Dublin, to Cork and 
to other. centres, the result of which. would 
be that the workers in. the, Free State would 
get instruction in this industry, upon which 
the prosperity of Derry so largely: depended. 
If they persisted in sending their. workers 
away, work would be done elsewhere and 
orders would not come to Derry. This hap- 
pened in.the case of Australia, Derry’s trade 
with which was now non-existent, 

Derry workers were living in huts and 
hovels and paying exorbitant rents and the 
Corporation did nothing to solve the housing 
question, All local relief schemes were com- 
ing to an end, and he asked what provision 
was going to be made for workers during the 
winter. : 


DERRY'S JUST PROPORTION. 

Mi. William MeGahey; J.P., seid that the 
people of Derry felt that they were not 
getting their just proportion from Belfast. 
For the last three years the total grants allo- 
cated to Derry amounted to £20,000, 
roughly, only tenpence in every £ of the half- 
million obtained from the Imperial Parlia- 
ment.

It.was expected that workers going 
across the border would work at a cheaper 
minimum. The wage rate in the Free State 
was, on paper, higher than in Northern Ire- 
land, but they had reason to fear that con- 
ditions were not what they ought to be.

CIVIL TURMOIL ONE OF 
~ THE CAUSES. 

That lunacy is much on the increase in 
Ireland was the view expressed by Dr. 
Mills, Resident Medical Officer of Ballina-' 
sloe Asylum, in evidence given before the 
Commission on the Relief of the Destitute 
and Sick Poor, at its sitting in Galway 
yesterday. Dr. Mills attributes the in- 
crease to several causes, including alcohol, 
bad heredity, and the turmoil and disturb- 
ance of recent years. Another contributory 
cause, he stated, was the breakdown of 
Irishmen who emigrated to America after’ 
residence there for some time. These people

ASYLUM OVERCROWDING 


TREATMENT OF THE FEEBLE- 


MINDED. 


Dr. Mills said that although they had 
recently acquired “ The Pines,” there was 
still overcrowding to the number of i 
About 15 per cent. of the entire population of 
the Ballinasloe Asylum were not dangerous. 
The average cost of maintaining a patient was

The Chairman (Mr. Charles O*Connor)—ls 
lunacy on the increase’—Vastly. I remember 
when the ratio of insane in Ireland was in or 
about 3.20 per 1,000 of the population. I 
believe the present ratio is something like 


CONTRIBUTORY C/ USES. 

The Chairman—Have you taken the ratio 
in your own area? 

Witness—I did 20 years ago, but not since, 

Do you think insanity has increased in your 
own. area!—Yes. 

Can you attribute the cause’—Alcolrel to a 
trifling extent, but’ one of the great great 
ihcrease in our asylums is due to the break- 
down of Irishmen who emigrated to America. 
These men, who spent their lives in America, 
are sent back here to Ireland to be a charge 
on the rates. 

Are there many of that class’—They are 
deported by the American Government fre- 
quently. 

The Chairman—<Are there any other causes 
for the increase you state has occurred in 
lunacy ? 

Dr. Mills—Heredity, of course, is the main 
cause, and then there is the worry and the 
turmoil and disturbance of recent years. 

Is insanity like to: increase or decrease? 
A few years: ago I believed that the high- 
water mark in the incidence of jnsanity had 
been reached, but I am afraid. that I am 
rnot able to hold that opinion still. 

Sir John Keane—How do England and 
Scotland compare in this respect ? 

Dr, Mills—There is a great deal Jess in- 
sanity in England than in Ireland. It is 
something higher im Scotland than in Eng- 
land. 

The Chairman—Poverty would, of course, 
have a good deal to do with the increase in 
insanity ! 

Dr, Mills—A great -deal. 

Dr. Mills went on to say that he believed 
that a mental hospital should be made a 
State institution. In other words, he believed 
the State should be made responsible for the 
maintenance of-the insane. He expressed the 
opinion that the capitation grant should be 
revised, and that the 50 per cent. basis should 
be restored and the arrears paid towards 
asylum maintenance.

His comrade, Captain 
Broad, who had taken out. his Gloucester 
Napier ITT. just previous tothe accident, 
saw his friend in trouble and at once 
started ‘‘taxi-ine”’” towards him. He 
arrived. at the spot just after Captain 
Biard fell and threw him a hfebelt. 
Captain Biard clung to this until he was 
picked up a few minutes later by a rescue 
boat. The crash occurred half a mile from 
the shore. ' On striking the water the sea- 
plane appeared to disintegrate, and was on 
the point of: sinking when salvage boats 
arrived on the scene and managed to save 
The rest of the machine was 
totally wrecked. This unfortunate mishap 
to Great Britain’s mystery *plane, which 
has thrown the British team into the 
depths of despair, will involve the use of 
both of Britain’s Gloucester Napier ITI. 
machines, one_of which has hitherto been 
actif as reserve. '
